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LATEST TELEGRAMS.

TYPHOON IN THE CHINA SEA. 

Hona Kona, Szrr. 4.—A typhoon occurred on the coast on the 2nd 
inst. Nearly a dozen ships are reported to be ashore, but no loss of 
life is announced. 

Honea Kona, Serr. 6.—The Vistula and Silversparre, which were 
loading for Havana, foundered during the storm; the Mericano, from 
Swatow, for Hong Kong,‘in ballast, has been totally wrecked ; the 
Roline Marie, loading for Java, has sunk ; the Edouard Marie, load- 
ing for Java, has stranded; the Holomboe, from Ningpo, for Hong 
Kong, has foundered ; the Colombo, from Saigon, for Hong 
Kong, has been abandoned; and many more veasels which have 
been caught in the typhoon are coming into port ina very crippled 
condition. The hurricane has also visited Formosa, and several ves- 
sels have been totally wrecked, including the British ship Westward 
Ho, the French ship Adele, and the Dutch ship Batavia Packet, but 
all the crews are reported to have been saved; the commander of the 
Westward Ho was drowned. 

It is feared that the typhoon has created havoc among the shipping 
at other of the China ports, but at present no details of further 
damage than those mentioned above have been received, nor do the 
telegrams state if there was any serious loss of life in connection with 
the foundering of so many vessels.

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OFFICIAL AMENITIES AT SINGAPORE. 

Tue discussion in the Legislative Council on the tempo- 
rary judgeship brought to light a state of feeling and tem- 
per not calculated to elevate official life in public estimation. 
In the first place, the Council was told by the CoLoniaL 
Secretary or the ATTORNEY-GENERAL that the local Govern- 
ment was not disposed to appoint a temporary judge in the 
absence of a regular one, unless there was some special reason 
for it. Now, why this new-born reluctance? In 1867 the 
official views were very different. The absence of Sir Benson 
MaXxwELL, the Chief Justice, was then so much felt that Sir 
H. Orp, before he had been four months in office, found it 
absolutely indispensable to obtain powers from the Legisla- 
tive Council to appoint judges for special and temporary 
purposes whenever he thought fit; and he immediately 
exercised his powers by sending the ATTORNEY-GENERAL to 
hold the Malacca Assizes, which could well have been held 
by Sir W. Hackert, the judge of Penang. But when 
such appointments from the local Bar are vetoed by 
the Colonial-office, and a member of the English Bar 
is appointed senior magistrate at Singapore, with the 
understanding that he is to be available for a. temporary 
judgeship whenever the occasion arises, how comes it that 
scruples fill the official breast about giving the public the 
benefit of his services in that capacity ? Mr. Bircu tells us 
that he was once a judge at Ceylon, and it is ramoured that 
he at first proposed to act as the temporary judge himself 
the other day. Mr. BRappELL, as we have mentioned, en- 
joyed the dignity of a judge of assize for a whole week. 
Neither of these gentlemen appears to have been much 
gratified by the preference given to Mr. OwEn’s pretensions ; 
and their dislike to the occasional temporary elevation of 
another to the place is explicable on a natural, if not very 
lofty, feeling. But it is to be hoped that their aversion to 
the appointment of temporary judges will not have the 
effect of preventing such appointments whenever a really 
competent man is available, and the public interests are 
thereby promoted. 

But Mr. Brrcw was betrayed into the exhibition of some- 
thing worse than a childish jealousy. In defending an un- 
constitutional act, he thought fit to make a personal attack 
on the temporary judge, holding him up to public obloquy 
as seeking to evade his ordinary duties, and alleging this as 
a ground, if not the ground, of his dismissal. Such cn at- 
tack, even if well founded, was as reprehensible as the pre- 
text which it furnished was disingenuous. The speeches of 
Mr. Bircw and Mr. BrappEtt, and the correspondence which 
was read, proved plainly that Mr. OwEn’s appointment had 
been cancelled, not because he had sought exemption from 
serving on a Prison Committee—on which it had been sud- 
denly found so absolutely necessary to put him—but be- 
cause he had refused to obey the illegal order which required 
him not to try a cause to which Mr. Bircu “ unfortuuately,” 
he says, referred. But, even if the charge and the pre- 
text had been true, what had the Council to do with the 
merits or demerits of Mr. OwEn’s conduct? They asked 
why he had been dismissed. Mr. Birca questioned their 
right to demand an explanation; but he did not ques- 
tion his own right to asperse the character of a brother 
official behind his back. We think that he was bound 
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to give the explanation, and equally bound to abstain 
from the attack. The production of the correspondence 
sufficed to give the true explanation ; and if Mr. Bircu de- 
sired to find another in Mr. Owen’s supposed conduct, it 
sufficed to state it in the briefest and most general terms. 
To go into allegations which Mr. OWen had not the op- 
portunity of contesting, and before an Assembly which 
had no jurisdiction over them, was to exhibit a haste 
and temper simply deplorable. It was an outrage at 
once on the local authorities whom he defended, on the gen- 
tleman he attacked, aud on the dignity of the Councif ; and 
the Aoting Governor would have better understood his duty 
if he had at once silenced instead of encouraging his 
subordinate. If Mr. Brrcu carries a similar tone into the 
Official correspondence which passes through his office, we 
can be at no loss to account for those rumours of ill-feeling 
in the Straits public service which for some time past have 
occasionally reached our ears. 


THE COLOMBO WATER SUPPLY. 

Mr. J.J. Grintincron’s Report on this urgent subject sets 
out with the enunciation of two most important facts—first, 
that the resident population of Colombo amounts to 100,000 
souls, exclusive of a floating population of 10,000, who visit 
it every day for business ; and, secundly, that the water of 
the city is so bad that one-half the year it tastes like “a 
strong infusion of old leather,” and the other half “as if 
it had been used in cleaning the vessels of a dairy.” To 
remedy such an abominable state of things as this—an object 
which, now the cholera is at hand, is stimulating even our 
own sluggish authorities to unwonted exertion to secure to 
the metropolis that prime necessary of life, pure water and 
plenty of it, must engage the interest of Englishmen at 
home, as well as in Colombo, in an unusual degree, It 
is but bare justice to Mr. GRINLINGTON to say at once that 
his Report, and his recommendations founded on that Re- 
port, carry with them prima fucie evidence of being tho- 
roughly well considered, aud very candidly and unassumingly 
expressed-—somewhat at too great length perhaps, but that 
is a complaint which almost all the Reports we ever saw are 
subjéct to. Perhaps tle reason why we, even thus slightly, 
allude to the Jength of Mr. Grinuineton’s document is that 
he makes out such a very clear case at the beginning of his 
argument that we feel almost compelled cut him short by 
exclaiming, “Sir, you are quite right. There are 110,000 
“ of you and your neighbours. You have got as bad water 
“as there is in the world. ‘You want good water; it is 
“within your reach, and you must have it. There is 
“no doubt about that, so don’t beat about the bush, 
“but tell us the best way to get it. It-is idle to talk 
“as if you thought that the Government could afford 
“to sacrifice the health of a place like Colombo (even if it 
“ were willing to do so) for the sake of a preliminary ex- 
“pense which, after all, is only a question of time. You 
“must know that there is not a place in the British Em- 
“ pire which is so anxiously watched, has been so rapidly aud 
* healthily developed—or begun to be developed—and has so 
“richly repaid the first outlay of public capital which was 
“ advanced to improve her. Why, then, doubt lest a water 
“ supply, which will be as remuverative as your railway (in 
“ anothcr sense) may be withheld? Propound your scheme, 
“ and be sure it will be adopted, because the greatest sufferer 


« yey will be the mother country, to which the colony is | 
“ re) 


inestimable value.” 

To this (pursuing the idea of an imaginary conversation) 
Mr. GRINLINGTON replies by propoundiug bis own plan, and 
alluding to no less than four more, of which, as the parti- 
culars are not before us, we can only say that, if they are 
better than his, they must be very good indeed. The very 
circumstance of four gentlemen like Mr. Davip Wi.sow, 
Captain Granam, Captain Donnar, and Captain Fyens, hav- 
ing prepared plans shows the urgeucy with which the ques. 
tion is properly regarded on the spot ; and Mr. Towxsueyp, 
who has been sent out by the Colonial Office, at the request of 
Sir Hercuves Roninson, to examine the merits of the several 
schemes, must have found his labours considerably lightened 
by such an embarrus de richesses on his arrival in Colombo on 
the 5th ult. No doubt we shall soon hear something of the 
fruits of his investigation, for the subject is known to be one 
which Sir Hercunes Rowinson fully recognises the import- 
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ance of, and there could not be & more graceful act for a re 
tiring Governor, who has distinguished his term of office by 
80 many improvements, than this—which would be the 
greatest improvement of all. 

Mr. GRINLINGTON’s case is extremely clear, and the amount 
he recommends the Government to advance is very moderate 
compared with the advantages to be gained. There would 
be plenty of money without Government aid at all, if the 
wonderful success of the railway had not lessened the muni- 
cipal income, by almost abolishing the carts which used to flock 
into Colombo in the days before steam, and so having done 
away with both tolls and licenses to the tune of no less than 
£6,000 a-year. Under these circumstances it is utterly out 
of the power of the municipality tv carry out the new scheme 
without Government aid. The total cost of the proposed 
works is estimated at £174,000—a sum which appears by 
no means excessive when we take into consideration the 
distance the water has to be brought. Mr. GrinLine- 
TON suggests the formation of a Company with a gua 
rantee of not less than 6 per cent., a very moderate 
rate in a place where money commands 8 or 9 per 
cent. with the best possible security. For a payment 
of about £10,000 or £11,000 a-year (the interest on the 
above capital) Mr. Grinuiveron thinks that a company 
might be formed to execute the works, lay on a supply in 
every street, and erect public fountains at convenient inter- 
vals. The amount of the proposed Government subsidy is 
very small—no more than £3,000 a-year, the exact sum by 
the way which the Government offered to pay for the same 
object seven years ago. This grant Mr. GrintincToN asks 
for only twenty years, making up the remaining £7,000 
a-year, half from the general revenue, and half from a public 
water-rate. The plan appears to us to be so simple and effi- 
cient that we can hardly doubt that our friends in Colombo 
will adopt it without hesitation. 





RUSSIA IN THE FAR EAST. 

WE are somewhat surprised that the annexation of the 
island of Saghalien (Tarakai) by the Russian Government, 
though so quietly effected, should have excited no comment 
in the London journals. We agree with the Japan Mail 
that “the act is unscrupulous and unjustifiable, but that 
“the resources of the island will be more quickly developed 
“by Russia than by the Yedo Government.” We have 
never given way to Russo-phobia, but we must confess to 
some apprehension lest the “ development” of the island 
alluded to by our contemporary at Yokohama may not prove 
somewhat incompatible with our own peace. The new 
annexation certainly complicates the situation in the Far 
Kast as regards foreigners. ‘he island itself is a very va 
luable acquisition, well-wooded, containing great mineral 
wealth, and possessing a fertile soil and a tractable and in- 
telligent population. It {fs no less than 600 miles long, by 
from 80 to 120 miles wide; in other words, it is a little 
larger than Scotland, containing an area of about 30,000 
square miles. It extends along the Eastern Coast of Asia 
between 142 deg. and 145 deg. E. long., and is only sepa- 
rated from the coutinent by a strait. Its position is most 
important as an arsenal or a harbour in time of war; and 
we are therefore the more unable to account for the perfect 
equanimity with which our Yokohama and China contempo 
raries seem to view its being taken possession of, without the 
slightest excuse or show of reason, by the Power which a 
large section of the public suspects of the design to wrest 
our astern Empire from us. 





Wirn reference to the Chief Justiceship of the Straits Set- 
tlements, a person, signiug himself ‘ Kure,” and professing 
to date from the Temple, addressed yesterday such a letter 
to the Standard as no other journal in the Empire would 
probably have lent itself to insert. The writer asks, “ Why 
“the Colonial Secretary has appointed a Roman Catholic 
“barrister, without practice and experience, and utterly 
“unknown at Westminster Hall, to fill the important post 
“vacated by Sir Benson MAXWELL, to which a salary of 
£2,500 per annum is attached?” There is more of this 
sort of virulence in the composition under notice, which we 
decline to copy, believing that the period when intolerant 
invective against any man on account of his religious 
persuasion passed away at about the same time when the 
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emple, from being the head-quarters of insane Crusaders, 
was converted into the sanctuary of Justice. We are not in- 
formed concerning the special demerits assigned by the 
Standards correspondent to the gentleman in question ; but 
the writer of this scandalous letter may rest assured that the 
mud which he has flung against the new judge will certainly 
contradict his pseudonym—it will not “ cling.” The taate 
with which reference is made to the want of practice and 
experience of a fortunate rival in an honourable profession 
will be at once appreciated by all but the senile subscribers 
to “ Grandmamma ;” and the sneer at the Roman Catholic 
persuasion will recoil on the briefless writer who conveniently 
forgets that one of the most distinguished judges on the 
English Bench is a member of that Church.

THE “RINALDO” AND “PLUTO” AMONG THE 
PIRATES. 

The following is the official report of the action in which Her 
Majesty’s ship Rinaldo was engaged on the fourth of July last 
against the town of Salangore, which was found to be « nest of 
pirates :— 

“To his Excellency Colonel Anson, Administrator Straits Settlements. 

Her Majesty’s ship Rinaldo, off Salangore, July 6, 1871. 

‘ Sir,—In consequence of a requisition from you on the 30th ultimo, 
I have the honour to state that within twenty-four hours after receiving 
yoor letter I started from Singapore to mect the Colonial steamer Pluto 
at the rendezvous arranged by telegraph ; then to procced to Salanzore 
for the purpose of seizing the six pirates sti!l at large concerned in the 
marder of the thirty-four men, women, and children on board the junk, 
and to take such measures as might seem best for the punishment of 
those Malays who resisted the Colonial officers and men in their attempt 
to secure the pirate. 

** Qn the evening of the 2nd we fell in with the Pluto at the ren- 
dezvous off the North Sand lightship in the Strait of Malaccz, and 
proceeded in company with her towards Salangore. At 4.45 on the 
morning of the 3rd we anchored near the bar of Salangore River, 
manned and armed boats, and sent them with field-piece party to the 
Pluto. Our party consisted of ninety-five men and officers under my 
personal command (Lieutenant Grosvenor Stopford, senior lieutenant ; 
Acting Lieutenant Eustace D. Maude, Sub-Lieutenant Christopher G. 
Williams, and Acting Sub-Licutenant James A. Ward). At 7.30 the 
Pluéo started for the river with boats in tow ; at 8, stopped to overhaul 
two prows sailing out of river; 9, grounded on the bar. Commander 
Grey, your private secretary, who was on board as my guest, then left 
the steamer in her gig, with the second officer, for the purpose of ob- 
taining information that might be useful to us;—1, floated and pro- 
ceeded ; 2, anchored off the town of Salangore, when Commander Grey 
returned on board. 

“Sent boats away manned and armed to scarch both sides of the 
river and vessels at anchor. Lieutenant Stopford was in charge of the 
pinnace, with Mr. Skinner and Commander Grey, and that party pro- 
ceeded to search the houses on the south side of the river. Lieutenant 
Maude was in charge of the cutter armed with a recket, and went to 
search a few huts on the north side. Mr. Williams, sub-lieutenant, was 
in charge of the other cutter, and proceeded to search the vessels at 
anchor ; hc was accompanied by the owner of the captured junk, and 
the only survivor of the crew. Maadc bad with him the sccond officer 
of the Pluto, who speaks Malay, and one of the Pluto's men who knows 
the place. 

** After the lapse of an hour and a half 1 saw Lieutenant Mando’s 
party return, and immediately afterwards firing began ketween the 
natives, surrounding them in houses and jungle, and that party. 

** Lieutenant Maude’s story is as follows: —t On landing he asked for 
Rajah Mahmood, and was told that he was uway, and that ro one knew 
where his house was, He then marched about 200 yards on the path 
leading from the beach. A native then told him the Rajah would 
come, so he landed and waitcd about ten minutes, Finding he did not 
arrive he continued his march, and after going about a mile, met the 
Rajah*, who saluted and shook hands, and said he would go off to the 
Pluto. They all marched together tu the beach, where Maude drew 
up hismen. The Rajah went between the boat and the small arm men, 
with aboat fifty men around him. Je was told that the boat was ready, 
when he replied that he would not go now as he wanted to cross over 
to the other side. Mande told him if he did not come willingly he must 
force him. Immediately afterwards a shot was fired at our men from 
the nearcst house, at a distance of only ten yards. The Rajah and his 
men immediately ficd into the jungle, aud heavy tiring immediately fol- 
lowed from huts and jungle. 

“One of our men fell mortally wounded at once—and Maude was 
obliged to make the best of his way back to the Plutu, followed by a 


continaous fire, which did not cease till he got alongside. As the Pluto 








* It tarned out to be the Rajah Madie. 
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was only 200 yards off, a return fire was instantly opened by those of 
our men who remained on board, and from the field piece which I jad 
ready for use in the bow of the steamer. The other boats returned when 
they heard the firing. Several Malays fell to the fire of Lieutenant 
Maude’s men, and Rajah Madic fas said to be one of them. 

“T have to deplore the following logs :— 

* Licutenant Maude cut on hand with kriss. 

“ William Horton, leading scamen, thought to be mortally wounded 
—shot through the lungs. 

‘* William M’Gee, ord., shot wound in side. 

* James Cole, leading seaman, shot in shoulder. 

‘* Edward Barnes, ord., shot in neck. 

“Charles Bradley, armourer, shot through both legs. 

“ Thomus Biddlecome, smith, shot in hand. 

«© You may imagine how painful it was for me to order the Pluto's 
anchor to be weighed without inflicting more decided vengeance on the 
piratical rascals who had fired on Lieutenant Maude’s men, but our men, 
crowded in boats, were at a fearful disadvantaze from cnemics concealed 
in the jungle, and we had no medical man to attend to the wounded. 
However, I called all hands aft and told them I would lJand and take 
the forts ut the entrance of the river directly the Plufo got close to 
thein. The jungle there seemed Icss dense, and it seemed the only re- 
venue open to us at the moment. But Captain Bradbery, of the Pluto, 
then made such a strong remonstrance to me that his vessel had ouly 
half-inch plates, and that his boiler was above water, that I reluctantly 
chunged my mind and determined to take the Rinaldo in next day if 
possible. I am very glad now that [ did change my mind. 


“© Under these circumstances, I decided to return to the Rinaldo, an- 
chored about six miles off, and to send the Pluto to Penang with the 
wounded, and with a letter to the Lieutenant-Governor, asking for @ 
surgeon. I[ also advised that some troops should be sent to assist in 
jungle fighting, and desired that a telegram be seat to the Secretary of 
the Admiralty. 


“Tt eannot be too strongly or clearly stated that no violence had 
been offered to Rajah Madie or his men when Lieut. Maude’s party was 
attacked, 

“On the 4th, at 4.45 a.M., weighed and proceeded alone, under 
steam, for Salangore River. I knew that it was touch and go whether 
we could get over the bar (more than two miles in width) at the tops of 
high water; that we had uo chart of the river, that we had no surgeon 
on board, that it would be twelve hours before we could get out again, 
and that for the whole of that time we might be under fire, yet took the 
responsibility of incurring ail risks for the sake of punishing the pirates 
for their treacherous attack yesterday, and for the sake of teaching 
them to respect the flag for the future. According to ‘ Horsburgh’s 
Sailing Directions,’ this has always beeu a piratical haunt, and no doubt 
they felt themselves secure in the strength of their position. 

**At 6.16, when about 400 yards from tise forts on the southern en- 
trance of the river, fire was opened on us from these forts and from those 
on the northern bank. 

“Jt was a hot and well-directed fire, and was, of course, immediately 
answered by the Rinaldo ; in less than five minutes we had three men 
wounded and had suffered severely in hull and rigging, bat by steaming 
past their batteries into the river their position was turned, and before 
they could get most of their guns round we had either dismounted them 
or rendered their chief defences untenable. 

“ At 6.40 anchored in three and a-half fathoms in the centre of the 
river, off the town of Salangore. Laid out an anchor astern to keep 
guns bearing on forts; this service was done under fire by Mr. Rickard, 
the boatswain. 

“ About cight the enemy was driven from all his guns. I then ordered 
each gun to fire once every quarter of an hour to prevent him from re- 
opening his fire, and this practice was regularly kept up duriag the day, 
except when we saw him trying to man a gun, when two gans wonld fire 
till he withdrew. A fire of musketry was directed at us from time te 
time, us the river is barely half a mile broad. 

‘“« At 10.28 ship grounded in soft mud, happily with her broadsides 
bearing in the proper direction. Had the fort on the hill commanding 
the town possessed powerful guns we should now have pres:nted a fair 
mark et 700 yards distance, for tiey might have sent a plunging fire 
upon our upper deck, the whole of which must have ‘becn visible to 
them; but they could do nothing against the supcrior power and accu- 
racy of our guns. 

“At 11.40 the ship was in 11ft. of water, our draught being 15ft. 4in. 
At 2.30 flood tide making up strong, ship dragged best bower anchor, 
let go small bower. 

“ At 3.5 ship swung to tide, weighed port anchor ; 4.30, weighed 
starboard anchor; 4.30, weighed kedge and steamed out of river ; 5.90, 
ceased firing, having silenced all the forts and partially burnt the town 
and houses on opposite bank ; at 6, anchored in Roads to wait return of 
Pluto from Penang. 

“It may be asked why, after silencing the furta, we did not land 
and destroy the guns. The reply ix, that although they were driven 
from their batteries they remained concealed in the jungle, which sar- 
rounded them on all sides, und that I did not feel justitied in sending 
my men to be shot down by a concealed fue. There were, I am glad to 
say, but three nen wounded on our side—viz., George Lucas, quarter- 
master ; Johu Haskins, boatewain’s mate; and Edwin Bush, A.B. 

‘- Enclosed is a repert from the boatswain and carpenter, from which 
it will be seen that the fire was both well-directed and heavy. 

“Tt was a hard day’s work, and it is very gratifying to me to be able 
to say that every officer and man did his duty well. I had the greatest 
assistance from Commander LH. N. E. Grey, R.N., your private secre- 
tary, who happened to be my guest for the cruise, and who when his 
advice was requested at critical times gave it with remarkable self-pos- 
session and good judgment. Commandcr Grey remuinved on the bridge 
the whole of the time we were under fire. 

“What I haye to say of the officers and men of this ship I hope you 
will sce in my despatch to the Secretary of the Admiralty, 

‘The Pluto returned yesterday at 4.30 P.M., from Penang, with the

troops as margin.* The Hon. Arthur Birch, Lieutenant-Governor 
of Penang, had generously eent the whole of his disposable force. These 
troops were under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Shortland, 19th 
Madras N.I., whose report upon the proceedings of this day is enclosed. 
-Shortly after the Pluto anchored there was firing from the forts, as if 
they were getting the range of their guns. We all expected a stubborn 
resistance this morning, but were mistaken. The punishment we gave 
them on the 4th proved enough.

“ P.S.—Five piratical war proas were burnt, three with two 24- 
pounders and one small gan each, All had arms—viz., spears, muskets, 
&c. They measured from 80 to 100 tons apiece.” 


The Globe remarks that two of Her Majesty's ships, the Rinaldo 
and Pluto, have recently done gallant service in the China seas under 
exceptional disadvantages. They were sent to Salengore to obtain 
satisfaction from the Malay chiefs for piracy. Salengore is a sort of 
fortified head-quarters of the pirates who still infest those regions. 
Its two forts mounted thirty-eight guns, some of them thirty-two- 
pounders, commanding the narrow river at the mouth of which they 
are situated. Although in the end the gallant little British force 
succeeded in demolishing the forts, burning the town, and killing a 
number of its Malay defenders, the result was not achieved without 
three contretemps, reflecting seriously upon some authority superior 
to that engaged in the expedition. Why was so small a force sent 
against the notoriously formidable stronghold of Salengore? On the 
first of the two days’ fighting the landing party were fairly driven 
from the shore by the Malays, one British sailor being killed and 
seven wounded. Then why was no surgeon on board the Rinaldo 
or Pluto to attend to the wounded? The wounded men had to 
be taken by the Pluto to Penang. The Globe continues:— 
Who was responsible for sending two ships into action withont a 
surgeon on board? We believe the Rinaldo's surgeon was left ill at 
Singapore, but was there no other surgeon on that naval station to 
take his place? That the Admiralty is a little ashamed of the matter 
is evident from the fact that two surgeons were last week gazetted to 
the Rinaldo. ‘To add to these lamentable mistakes, we find that, 
owing as we presume to the want of proper appliances for operating 
in shallow waters, the Rinaldo was for some hours aground within 
range of the forts, which, but for the effect of the British fire in si- 
lencing the Malay guns, might have battered the British ship to 
pieces, and destroyed her brave crew. The Rinaldo appears to have 
inflicted a righteous revenge vpon Salengore ; but nothing is said 
about the recovery of the pirated property, which was the ostensible 
object of the expedition, nor of the submission of any of the Malay 
leaders, one of the rajahs being simply reported killed. Piracy will 
no doubt be practised there as unblushingly and with as great im- 
punity as ever. Altogether, it may be concluded that this last naval 
expedition has vindicated British prowess, and has added to our mo- 
dern — for successful blundering. 

The Standard says :—A British ship of war has just been engaged 
in battering and burning to the earth a fortified town in the East In- 
dies, and her Commander, Captain Robinson, has supplied official 
details of the affair. Though not of itself greatly important, it arose 
out of a very serious outrage, and its effect will probably be felt 
throughout the Malayan waters, unless, indeed, as the Straits joarnals 
seem unaccountably to fear, the proceedings of Commander Robinson, 
if not disavowed, are canvassed in a manner to cripple the discretion 
of our naval officers in those seas for years to come. Some months 
ago a buccaneering gang, from the Salangore territory, in the Malay 
Peninsula, on the Malaccan side, boarded a commercial junk, and in 
cold blood murdered thirty-four men, women, and children. Many 
of the assassins were made answerable for the deed, but six were 
known to be in refuge behind the strongholds of the Salan- 
gore river, long notorious as a piratical nest, though nominally 
within the frontiers of an independent prince friendly to the 
British flag. It was felt by the entire mercantile community of the 
settlements, from Hong Kong to Singapore and Penang, that while 
these miscreants enjoyed an asylum, and while the value of the cargo 
they bad pillaged was not recovered, no valuable freight in a Chinese 
or any other unarmed vessel, and the lives of no persons in charge of 
it, would be safe, not to speak of the small traders, and even fishers, 
whoee craft, with their crews, continually disappear, and are never 
heard of more. Colonel Anson, Governor of the Straits Settlements, 
deemed it his duty, early in July last, to deal a little more empha- 
tically than usual with the Salangore horde, and accordingly sum- 
moned to his aid Commander Robinson, of the Rinaldo, 7 guns, who 
retained for his service the Pluto, colonial steamer, and an expedi- 
tion was undertaken. Its incidents may be rapidly summed up: the 
river was reached and searched by boats; the principal man of the 
place styling himself a rajah, dissimulated, promised help, and led 
the party into an ambush, whence it was fired at from hots and 
bushes. Severe wounds were inflicted, one upon the officer in charge, 
and one, supposed to be mortal, upon the leading seaman, There 
was no chance of immediate retaliation; the men were crowded 
in their boats—an open mark; the enemy lay concealed in the 
jungle; the Pluto, like the Rinaldo—thanks to the providence 
which sits up aloft at the Admiralty—was without a surgeon; it was 
neceasary to be patient, and to get reinforced for a struggle in the 
marshy woodland which fringes the channels everywhere throughout. 
that region of piracy. What vengeance could be taken, however, was 
not long delayed. The Rinaldo followed in the path of Pluto, crossed 
the bar of the Salangore river, though destitute of a chart, and neces- 
sarily locked up by the tide for at least twelve hours, cannonaded the 
OS 
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batteries, turned and silenced them, knocked the defences of the town 
into mounds of rubbish, destroyed the town itself, but left the guns 
undestroyed ; was kept from landing her men by a perfectly justifiable 
apprehension of fresh ambushes, and, in fact, did all that was possible 
to be done, at a cost of three men wounded. Subseyuently a landing 
was effected among the shore forts, which were gutted ; their artillery 
spiked or broken up, five of their armed prahus burnt, and a quantity 
of warlike munitions captured. But no indemnity could be exacted, 
and the six pirates in pursuit of whom the expedition had been 
organised remained at large. 

The affair was creditable to all concerned in it, but the results are 
little more than nil. During forty years the English have been at- 
tempting the extirpation of piracy among the Channels of the eastern 
islands, which are, in reality, vast highways of commerce. In pro- 
portion as steam navigation has developed, and as the importance of 
maintaining a competent Royal squadron in those seas has been re- 
cognised, the number of open attacks upon European merchantmen 
has greatly diminished ; but the feeders of trade are still preyed upon 
to an incalculable extent, and more especially those Chinese who ven- 
ture their cargoes in the narrow waters, where the Malayan pirates— 
running out from cover and running into cover again, a lntely 
disappearing from sight—make of them the easiest prey. e 
have swept off countless flotillas; but in our assaults upon 
the buccaneering strongholds have generally done what the Ri- 
naldo and the Pluto did—driven the thieves to their lair, 
broken through their outer line of defence, and hesitated, as any com- 
mander might well hesitate, to go further. The Straits papers are 
obviously in fear lest that, in the view of Her Majesty's Government, 
Her Majesty's officers have not gone too far already, bearing in mind, 
as they do, that the piratical “ Rajah” may be claimed as a feudatory 
by the nominal Sultan of Salangore—a potentate who has no sub- 
stantial existence, and whose revenue ia probably derived from robber 
tithes. While we consent to negotiate, on the one hand, with him, 
and, on the other, to bombard his nominal lieges out of their dwel- 
lings, the police of the Oriental seas mast be a burden upon us. It 
seems, however, as though it were fated that the freebooters of the 
Indian Ocean should be hunted down in their haunts by commanders 
assuming a discretion, and afterwards apologising, in more or legs 
humble terms, to the Admiralty. In this manner scores of piratical 
communities in the Archipelago, so favourable, with its clusters of 
islands, indented coasts, natural retreats, tortuous channels, and intri- 
cate navigation, to lawless adventure, have been dispersed. The 
pirates, who once thought it a trifle to attack square-rigged mer- 
chantmen, are rarely heard of now; yet they were once a power, 
having political relations with every independent sovereign in the 
entire region. We, with the Datch, cleared them off the seas, not- 
withstanding their wonderful tactics, their secret hiding-places, and 
their terrible methods of warfare, by which whole islands were de- 
populated. No Borgis boat now dares to lurk on the course of either 
our Royal or our mail or merchant steamers. The marvellous city 
behind Malludu Bay isa memory of the past; but the pirates have 
not been extirpated—the ferocious inhabitants of jungle beyond 
jungle whom our cruisers and boats can never reach, who lurk in the 
mazes of natural fortifications, and can pour out their volleys unseen. 
Of course theirs isa land not less than a sea piracy. They are kid- 
nappers as well as buccaneers. But with their slave trade we have 
hitherto been totally unable to cope. We cannot even chase them 
ont of their reef-bound haunts or their inland lagoons embowered 
amid miles of jungle ambuscades. It must suffice for us at present, 
even after so many years of effort, if we can keep open the acknow- 
ledged highways of traffic, and prevent wholesale rapine on the high 
seas. But of one weakness we have too long ‘been guilty; we have 
diplomatised with the piratical Sultans, the ridiculous Deys of these 
pigmy Algiers. They obtain their revenues from piracy, through 
one medium or another, and our merchants know it. The Archi- 
pelago, and more particularly the Sunda and Malacca Straits, 
are known to be swarming with depredators, nearly all, however, 
under some nominal or titular protection; and the Salangore 
seaboard for the last two hundred years has had, in these respects, an 
evil repute. What may be ensconced and hidden on the banks of its 
river, far above the point to which the Rinaldo or the Pluto or their 
boats could penetrate, may not for a long time be discovered, but this 
much is certain, that season after season, so surely as the eastern gales 
of June commence, so punctually do the Salangore pirates launch their 
flotillas—formerly to assail English, Dutch, or Spanish ships, but now 
for the most part Chinese junks or helpless native traders. We may not 
be so sanguine as Commander Robinson when he thinks he has suf- 
ficiently punished these bandits of the water by burning them out of 
their nest ; but there can be no doubtthat the Queen's ships could hardly 
be better employed when on that distant service than in making the 
holes of those rats too hot for them. ‘ 















































SUEZ CANAL COMPANY. ; Z 
The special meeting of this company took ace on the 
24th ‘iltinaa. when a farther report was read by M. Ferdinand de 
Lesseps. 

The report, adopting a proposal made by a number of the share- 
holders, proposed that the vacancies in the council of the com- 
pany should be filled by votes of the general assembly, each can- 
didate to be the holder of one hundred shares. ; 

The next clause in the report has a general interest ; it relates 
to the mode of determining the transit charge of ten francs per 
ton by measurement. The directors refer to the efforts made by 
the French Government to obtain the consent of other Powers 
to an unification of tonnage for vessels of all flags, and state 
that, ad interim, the tonnage was calculated according to univer- 
sal custom from each ship’s papers. The siege of Paris lee 
_ stop to proceedings on this subject, but a commission has it in hand,

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and the results arrived at are to be’made known at the next

The report embodied four resolutions, three haying reference 
to the internal rules of the company, the fourth to the chief 
business of the meeting, the loan of twenty millions of francs. 
The report declares that this sum will be sufficient to cover the 
two half-years’ interest due to the holders of obligations, as well 
as that of the current year, so that the company may await 
without fear the moment, doubtless not far off, when remunera- 
ion for its capital will be forthcoming. 

With regard to the grounds upon which these hopes are 
founded, the report says :-— 

Leaving ont of the question, for the moment, the vessels now 
building, and announced to pass through the Canal, the number 
of commercial steamers now passing through the Canal represent 
a total of 340,000 tons, and, multiplying this by the number of 
probable voyages upon which we may safely calculate, we ar- 
rive at a product of two millions of tons, yielding an income of 
twenty millions of francs. This is exclusive of Government ships, 
which will furnish further important receipts. We may cite, for ex. 
ample, the transports of the English Government, which, according to a 
programme addressed to the company, will make nineteen transits be- 
tween the month of September, 1871, and the month of March, 1872, 
and yield the company a total sam of 700,000 to 800,000 francs. 

One single English shipowner will run a line of steamers direct 
from London to Shanghai from the Ist Oct., which will give the com- 
pany an annual income of a million and a-half of francs. 

The report also states that the sale of land progresses regu- 
larly, those of Port Said fetching on the average f.54.95 the metre 
superficial. The English Admiralty has just purchased 16,500 
metres outside the town of Port Said at the rate of f.40, making, 
with the value of construction, a sum of f.660,000. The actual 
expenses of working and maintenance are declared to be less than 
were estimated ; the former only amounting to f.1,500,000, in 

lace of f.1,578,000, as eetioudly calculated. As regards the 
latter, the report quotes the following passage after the chief 
director of the navigation of the Canal :— 

The important economies introduced into our establishments, the 
reductions made in the number of employés, and the sensible diminu- 
tions In the dredging, boat and other services, bring us down to a 
figure much lower than that of our Budget. The Canal is in a highly 
satisfactory state ; the shifting of soil, caused by the passuge of vessels, 
is very slight; the slope of the Canal sides retains its normal form, 
that is to ray, no slip has taken place since the formation of the Canal. 

The report further states that the Khedive has authorised the 
company to charge a sur-tax of one franc per ton for the special 
pre of the twenty millions loan, to be discontinued when that 
oan is paid off. The Sultan has ratified this arrangement, but 
the directors. add that this additional tax will not be levied 
“unless it should be judged necessary.” All the resolutions 
proposed in the report were adopted. 





THE KOREAN EXPEDITION FROM AN AMERICAN 
POINT OF VIEW. 

The New York Times says :—A display of force was rightly con- 
sidered to be essential, but anything like hostile measures seems 
hardly to have been contemplated. Apart from the very effec- 
tive way in which the attack upon the forts was conducted, the 
Korean expedition leaves us very little to be proud of. Since it 
was found necessary to adopt the barbarous Oriental code of re- 
taliation, the task ought to have been performed much more 
thoroughly. The defeat of a single provincial Governor is not a 
feat of arms calculated to strike a very salutary terror either in 
Koreans or in the neighbouring Oriental States who have been 
interested spectators of the conflict. The complications which have 
been announced calling for the intervention of the English and 
German Governments in the affairs of Korea may form a con- 
venient excuse for getting creditably out of the difficulty by tak- 
ing part in a general expedition against the intractable natives. 
But failing any such opportunity, it seems tolerably clear that 
neither in China nor Japan will our prestige be at all improved by 
an expedition which we had not force enough to followup. The 
hostility of the Koreans against our countrymen will be more in- 
tense than ever, and will probably tend to further atrocities per- 
petrated on crews shipwrecked on that rocky and dangerous coast, 
which will compel us to administer 2 more memorable lesson to 
the ignorant rulers, who already, no doubt, consider the with- 
drawal of our ships as the result of the panic of the American 
“ outer barbarians.” 


THE PAPER MANUFACTURE OF JAPAN. 

A very interesting report has just been published (it is called 
‘* presented to Parliament ’—but Parliament has risen for some 
time) on this subject. Besides containing an exhaustive account 
of an almost unknown branch of industry, the volume before us 
is profusely illustrated with characteristic coloured lithographs 
representing the progress of the manufacture in all its stages. 
The book is, therefore, one that will commend itself to the general 
public as well as to those more particularly interested in Japan. 

Mr. Consul Lowder, in his account of the manufature of paper 
from the mulberry (Broussonetia papyrifera), saystit was intro- 
duced into Japan about ‘4.p.§610. tp to the year A.D, 280, silk 
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with a facing of linen was used for writing upon, and thin wood 
shavings were also employed. In that year, however, paper was 
imported from the Korea, and this appears to have been the only 
paper known to the Japanese until the year 610, when two priests 
named Doncho and Hojo were sent over to Japan by the King of 
Korea. Doncho is said to have been a clever man, learned in the 
Chinese classics, and moreover a skilful artist. Besides the manu- 
facture of paper he also introduced that of writing-ink and mill- 
stones into the country. Shotoku Taishi, a son of the reigning 
Mikado, learned of Doncho how to make paper. But although 
the paper made by Doncho was very good of its kind, it did not 
take ink well ; it would not bear rough handling, and tore very 
easily ; and, moreover, it was liable, because of its material, to be- 
come worm-eaten, seeing which, Taishi introduced the manufac- 
ture of paper out of the paper mulberry; he made four kinds, 
called Unshi, Shiku-inshi, Haku juni and Zoku-hakushi, and he 
caused the paper mulberry to be extensively planted all over the 
country, and the mode of Paper manufacture to be largely pro- 
mulgated among the people. 

In the island of Kiusiu the makodzu is planted in the ninth 
and tenth moons, but in Kioto and its vicinity in the first moon, 
the time varying according to the climate of the place. Some 
old roots are separated and cut down to a length of about three 
inches ; these are planted so that a little less than half an inch 
appears above ground. They will grow about a foot high in the 
first year, and in the second they will rise toa height of two or 
three feet. In the third year they will reach a little over four 
feet ; in the fourth year they attain to six, or,if particularly 
fine, to even nine and twelve feet. Each year in the tenth moon 
they are cut down to the roots, and from each stalk five 
branches appear the next year, so that in five years a large 
and dense shrub is developed. The cuttings of the fifth 
year’s growth are used for making paper. The roots will not 
thrive well in old ground ; the best place for planting is round 
the edges of new-made ground or paddy-fields. They will not 
stand salt or brackish water, nor will they flourish beside millet 
or sorghum. Care must be taken not to over or under-manure 
them ; if under-manured they die, and if too much manure is 
used the plant is injured. If planted in the vicinity of other 
crops, such as rice, they rejoice in the effects of the manure which 
is used for their neighbours. They are sometimes planted on 
mounds which are raised along the beds of valleys, but newly- 
turned ground is the best. 

In steaming the paper-mulberry the diameter of the boiler is 
two feet six or seven inches; the steaming vessel is of straw. 
The mulberry stalks are cut into lengths of two and a-half to 
three feet for steaming. When the skin of the stalk begins to 
separate at the cut ends they are sufficiently steamed. The skin 
is then stripped off, and after peeling, the skins should be at once 
dried. They are divided into portions of a thickness that a wo- 
man can graspconveniently in one hand. They are then hung 
on transverse poles and tied loosely at the ends, [shown by illustra- 
tration]. so that the part tied may not be prevented from drying. 
They take ordinarily two or three days to dry, but if there is any 
wind they may dry inaday. After drying. they are weighed into 
portions of about 32lbs. avoirdupois, and tied up in bundles. They 
are next washed in running water and the outer dark skin is scraped 
off with a knife, [shown by illustration], the knife being held station- 
ary, pillowed on a straw padding, while the material is drawn to- 
warks the operator until the dark skin is removed. This dark 
scraping is used for making inferior kind of paper, known as 
“ chiri-gami,” and also “ kizo-suki.” 

The manufacture is carried on in a vesgel called a “ boat,” 
length six feet, breadth three feet, with a perpendicular rest for 
leaning the frame against it. The false bottom is placed in an 
outer frame, into which a portion of the pulp is then poured. The 
inner frame is then fitted in to keep the false bottom steady, 
and a peculiar and dexterous jerk is given to the whole, which 
sets the paper. The frame is then leaned against the upright 
rest, to allow the water to drain off while another frame is pre- 
pared. By the time the second frame is ready the first may be 
removed. . 

The winter manufacture, which is made with “ tororo” only, 
is called “kidzuki;” it is used for making books, and it does not 

et worm-eaten; it is the best paper made. The spring manu- 
acture, in which rice paste is used, is liable to become worm- 
eaten. 

The mode of making paper cloth, warranted to wash (Shifu), is 
described thus:—Take some of the paper called ‘: hosho,’ or 
some of the best ‘ senka,” and dye it of the colour required. Boil 
some of the roots called “ kon-niaku-no-dama ” with the skins 
on ; try them with the inner portion of a rice stalk; when it 
penetrates casily they are sufficiently boiled. Peel them and let 
the water run off, and then pound them into a paste. Spread this 
paste on either side of the paper, and let it dry in the sun till 

uite stiff. Then sprinkle water on it until it is thoroughly 
datnped: and leave it in that state for a night. The next 
morning roll it upon a bamboo of the thickness of the 
shaft of an arrow, and force it with the hands from either 
end into a crumple in the centre ; unroll it, and repeat this pro- 
cess two or three times, rolling it from each side and corner of 
the paper. ‘hen crumple it well in the hands by rubbing it to- 
gether until it becomes quite soft, and then sprinkle water on it 
again to damp it. Pullit out straight and smooth, fold it up, 
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and pound it with » wooden mallet. It may then be put into 
water ag inuch and as often as is liked without sustaining injury, 
having become a strong and lasting material. This cloth is made 
principally in the Daimue of Sendai, Uoxes, trays, and even 
snucepans, may he made of this cloth; and saucepans thus manu- 
factured sustain no injury over a streug charcoal heat. Bags 
may be made of it, in which wine may be put, and heated by in- 
sertion in boiling water. Vaper thus prepared may be used for 
papering windows ; and will withstand the rain without being 
oiled, Amusing experiments may be made with it. 

Oil-paper for ynin-couts, &c., is thus explained :—The glue 
used for joining the paper is made of young fern-shoots, ground 
and boiled into a paste (“ warabi-no-ko-nori”), and thinned by 
admixture with the juice expressed from unripe persimmons. 
The dye is usually green, yellow, red, or black. Whichever colour 
is used, the colouring matter, generally a powder, is boiled with 
bean paste, and the paper is then painted with it. ‘The prepara- 
tion of the paper consists principally in softening it by rubbing 
it in the hands. The oil used is a secd-oil called “ ye-no-abura.” 

The kaji tree grows more or less all over Japan, and is culti- 
vated much in the same manner as the tea plant and mulberry 
tree. It grows to a height of sume six or cight feet, and thrives 
best in dampish ground. In some districts it is produced on the 
hill sides. The bark is stripped off in the autumn, and is at once 
ready to be used for paper-making. The branches are left either 
to decay or are cut away, and fresh shoots are produced before 
next autumn, when the same process is gone tirough. The tree 
or shrub of the kaji resembles the willow of our country, and 
thrives well near water and in a mild climate. It is, however, also 
found in the north of Japan, but does not flourish in such per- 
fection in a cold region. The price of dried bark of the kaji in the 
country ranges from 3 dollars 75 cents to 4 dollars per picul 
(1334 Ibs.). There are co reasons why the kaji tree should not 
flourish in England, more especially if planted in a damp soil, and 
when it is considered that paper could no doubt be manufac- 
tured from this bark at a cheaper rate than it could be made from 
rags, added to the considerable strength it can attain, and the va- 
rious useful purposes to which it can be applied, the cultivation 
of the kaji shrub in England is well worthy ofa trial. Some inquiry 
after this bark has been made by home paper manufacturers from 
merchants at this port, and samples have been sent to England, 
where its value will no doubt be appreciated and turned to ac- 
count. 

The method of making paper from the bark of the kagi in 
Japan is thus explained :—The rough bark is soaked in water for 
several hours, and the outer rind separated; it is then again 
washed, then boiled, after which it is beaten with mallets until it 
forms a sort of pulp. The manufacture of the paper now com- 
mences, and is carried on as follows :—The pulp is placed ina 
sort of reservoir about six feet square and one foot deep, contain- 
ing cold water, and is stirred about with a large flat ladle made 
of wood until] it is entirely dissolved. A sort of size (obtained 
from the inner bark of a tree called ‘‘ ousuke” soaked in water) 
is mixed with the preparation, which is now ready to be drawn 
up, and is effected by the help of two frames made of wood and 
bamboo, of such dimensions as the sheet of paper is intended to 
assume. Between these two frames a very thin matting of bamboo 
is placed, which acts ag a sieve, and when the preparation 
is drawn up, it is moved on this frame, til) the required substance 
is obtained. The sheet thus made is then deposited on an- 
other sieve. Thesame process is recommenced, and when another 
sheet is ready it js placed over the first; a strip of straw is laid 
on the edge to separate each sheet, so as to obviate the risk of 
adhering, together, and to enable each sheet to be taken up sepa- 
rately. When about a dozen sheets have been thus formed intoa 
layer, they are taken up singly and spread on boards to dry in the 
sun. By the same process old paper is made into fresh sheets, 
with the addition of a size obtained from the decoction ofa creeper 
called “ sane kadzura,” which grows on the hills around Nagasaki, 
and gives consistency to the solution. The manufacture of old 
paper into new can apparently be repeated as often as desired. 


It will be observed how wonderfully proficient the Japanese 
are in rendering to paper the hardness and weight of heavy wood, 
and manipulating it in all sorts of shapes. Some of the common 
paper made is so tough that it can only be torn with difficulty. 
Coats, hats, shoes, umbrellas, boxes of all kinds, ornaments of all 
descriptions, pocket-handkerchiefs, fans, &c.,are made from paper ; 
in fact, a Japanese will turn paper into a hundred useful forms. 


Mr. Consul Enslie also contributes some valuable information. 
Hegtells us that in India the canonical books were in ancient times 
written on leaves ; these books were, in the language of the coun- 
try, styled “bairatayo.” In China, leaves and thin slips of bam- 
boo were used. Up to and, during the cycles of Taika (645 a.p.) 
and Hakuchi (650 a.p.) the sacred books of Japan were written 
upon long rolls, and the reverse side was used for ordinary writ- 
ing purposes. Kakinomoto H’tomaru, Lord of Iwami (one of the 
western provinces of Japun), instructed his retainers during the 
cycles of Kei-un (704-707) and Wado (704-715) in the art of making 
paper ; he died in 729. The celebrated house of O-uchi-uji, at Yamagu 
chi, in the province of Suwo, had by this time existed for manyaces, 
and its fame had reached as far as China ; one of the heads of this 
family greatly improved the manufacture of paper, and such was 
the renown of that made in his provinces of Séki-cho-ho (Iwa-mi 
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Nagato, and Suwo) that people not only came from all parts 
of Japan, but alao from foreign countries to purchase it. It 
may here be mentioned that the last lord of this great house 
was murdered during T'aiko’s time by one of his principal re- 
tainers, Suye owarino Kami Harukata, in 1551. Four years later 
the faithless Suye was killed by Mori Motonari, another karo 
of the O-uchi house and an ancestor of the Choshiu family. This 
Mori Motonari provided, in 1560, the funds required for the ‘‘ Go 
sokui” (public proclamation and ceremony of accession to the 
Throne) of the 107th Mikado Okimachino-iu, 1558-87. In re- 
turn for this loyal act he received permission to wear the Imperial 
crest and style himself Daidsenno Daibu. The family is still 
known by this name. : 

The time for planting the makoso, or paper plant, variea; in 
the western provinces it is planted in the ninth or tenth Japan- 
ese month (the end of September to the commencement of De- 
cember) ; in the neighbourhood of Kioto and Osaka, however, it 
is planted in the first month (February). The branches are cut 
off to within two feet and a-half of the ground, and soil is then 
heaped up round the old root to within three or four inches of the 
top of the stump; the new shoots average about five every year, 
so that in five years it isa good-sized tree about nine or ten 
feet high, when it is cut down and used to manufacture paper 
If planted in a new field or on a bank it will grow well ; not, 
however, in rich soil. It requires a little manure, and will not 
flourish in brackish soil, or in the neighbourhood of a field of 
millet. It will grow well oa the slope of a hill, in a valley, or on 
a bank near a patch of water; excessive heat will blight it, and 
continuous rain will prove injurious. Care should be taken to 
prover wild boar from getting at it, as it is considered a great 
uxury by that animal. ‘he inhabitants of the northern pro- 
vinces say that if a wild boar is killed in the neighbourhood 
of a takaso and buried there, a sccond one will never come near it. 

Paper is now generally made throughout the whole of Japan, the 
principal paper-producing provinces being ;— 

Tyo, where the priucipal manufactures are goyoshi, hosho, 
séicho, toshi, takénaga, hankiri, rasagami, &c. 

The eastern provinces, such as Musashi, Sagami, Surunga, Awa, 
&c., produce nishino uchi, sautomi, rataori, and several other 
kinds. 

Iséi, Musashi, Kishiu. and Setsu are the principal shibori pro- 
ducing provinces. 

Géishiu supplies morokuchi, hanshi, and chirigami. 

Mino has minogami, onaoshi, and tengujo. 

Yéchidson has otaka, danshi, kobosho, mani-ai, and usuyo. 

Yamato supplies yuton. 

Kinsatsu or bank-note paper is principally made at Najiwo, ip 
Settsu, and in Yichidsen. 

Two of these kinds are used for making the paper ornaments 
which are the indispensable adjuncts of the ancient religion of 
Japan. The presentation of these paper sacrifices to the Daigingu 
of Isei, a god, and the father of the first Japanese Sovereign 
Jimnu Tenno, is an important ceremony which precedes the ac- 
cession to the throne of each native monarch. 

In making kinsatsu, or bank-note paper, 25 lbs. of bark are 
mixed with twelve pints of a concoction of fine gravel{and water, 
after which 2} pints of rice starch are added. The kinsatsu 
paper generally consists of three layers of paper, and nine pints 
of nibé or powdered wheat-husks are also mixed with the pulp to 
give more substance to the paper. Tho water-mark in this paper 
is made by placing an impression of the mark upon the required 
spot during the second immersion. 








THE LOSS OF THE “MEGARA.” 
The following telegram, received at the Admiralty from Her 
Majesty's Consular Agent at Batavia, has been forwarded to us 
for publication :— 


Rokby, Haslewood, Commins, and Anderson arrived by sailing op- 
portunity from St. Paul’s, with Captain Thrupp’s despatches, which 
will be forwarded by French mail of 11th inst. Left St. Paul's 5th of 
August. Eight men ill, and reat commencing to manifest evident 
prostration. All on quarter allowance, with supplies for about thirty 
days. Afegura embedded in rocks; decks used for firewood and pro- 
tection stores.—F RasER. 


From the Admiralty we also have the following additional in- 
formation :— 


The vessels sent for the relief of the shipwrecked crews are the 
steamship Oberon, which left Batavia on the 9th of August, and 
might be expected to reach St. Paul's Island by the 23rd of August ; 
the Peninsular and Oriental steamer Malacca, which left Singapore on 
the 15th, and would arrive at St. Paul's about the 26th or 27th; and 
Her Majesty’s ship Rinaldo, which vessel left Batavia on the 11th, 
and being more dependent on canvas, might be somewhat later. The 
Rinaldo had orders to return to Singapore, and would probably 
bring the first intelligence of the rescue of the crews, to be telegraphed 
either from that place or Batavia towards the end of the month. It 
will thus be seen that ample supplies will reach the island before the 
exhaustion of the provisions. The despatches alluded to in the tele- 
gram may be expected about the 22nd of October. Some obscurity 
exists as to the names in the telegram; only one—that of Mr. Com- 
mins, an assiatant-paymaster—being recognised among the officers 
who went out in the Megara. 

According to the above explanatory note, the Admiralty offi- 
cials are enabled to recognise only one of the names contained in 
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the telegram. On referring to the Navy List, however, we think 
there can be little donbt as to the identity of the officers. The 
first, Rokby, is clearly intended for Roxby, a navigating sub- 
lieutenant ; the name of the second officer is correctly given in 
the telegram, and can be no other than Navigating Sub-Licute- 
nant Hazlewood ; the third name is that recognised by the Ad- 
miralty Assistant Paymaster Cummins ; and the fourth, Anderson, 
is evidently Mr. Ucenderson,a midshipman. All these officers, we 
understand, left England on board the J/ey:vru to join their ships 
on the Australian station, and it seems highly probable that the 
Admiralty does not possess au authentic list of the names of the 
officers and men who sailed. 


Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. - 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


TIAMBURG, Sept. 6. 

The portentous events of last year are now being acted over again— 
though happily only in retrospective thought-——and almost every day 
we hear of some regiment ov other celebrating the anniversary of some 
great battle in which they were cnzaged, whilst the memory of those 
who fell in action or subsequently died of their wounds is duly honoured 
hy fresh chaplets of flowers and immoriclles placed over their tablets or 
graves by their sorrowing relatives. Saturday last was the anniver- 
sary of the day of Sedan, which will ever be memorable in the history 
of the world for the capture of Napoleon and the fallef the sccond Em- 
pire in France. It was at first proposed to celebrate the day officially, 
but the Emperor Wilhelm, with his usual good fecling and correct tact, 
ruled otherwise, pointing out that any official display under present 
circumstances would be out of place, and that any demonstrations of 
joy should emanate spontaneously from the people, bat that he per- 
sonally should rejoice to hear the day was eclebrated in oa manner 
worthy of its decisive importance, Here at Hamburg it was declared 
a close holiday, most of the shops aud all the schools were siiut up, aud 
the display of flags on both public and private buildiugs, and more 
particularly in the harbour, was very general. 

The German Parliamentary session is to commence the besinning of 
the month of Ostober if the provisional bailding that is) being erected 
at Berlin be ready by that tine  Itis being hutried on as much as 
pessible by working day and night --darius the dark hours by the aid 
of the electric light--the day workin being rcleved by other gangs 
every twelve hours. During the late strike of the masons at Berlin the 
works were somewhat interrupted, bat by theenergy of the Minister of 
War, who ordered 120 bred masous serving at the time in the diffrent 
regiments in garrison at Berlin to do the work, for which they reccived 
a dollar per day besides their pry, the difficulty was soon removed, ‘The 
session is expected to be a short one, in order to make room for the spe- 
cifically Prussian Parliament, which will then be convened for the pur- 
pose of passing the Budget and voting the supplies for 18725 and it is 
hoped that this will be got throuch before the end of the year, 

An interesting little pamphlet has just becn published by the Post- 
master-General at Berlin, giving full particulars of the activity of the 
field post-offices from July 16 last year tu the end of Mareh. The ra- 
pidity with which he organised this special service docs great ercdit to 
that functionary, when one considers that he emploved in it more tian 
5,000 officials of various grades, 1,933 horses, and 465 mail earts and 
post wagzons. During the above-mentioned period there were sent to 
the armies in France 89,659,000 letters and correspondence ecards, 
2,354,310 newapapers, 36,704 ofticial letters, and 43,023,460 Ibs. of 
service packages, besides 16,842,460 Iba, (mostly eatables and articles 
of clothing) in 2,379,020 letters and packets to soldiers. 

The Medusa, Commander Struben, of the German navy, has arrived 
safely at Kiel, from the China station, after having beeu nearly three 
years in commission. She left Kiel October 21, 1868. The Neeuti/us, 
one of the new class of gunboats for service against the pirates in China, 
was successfully launched on August 28, at the Insperial Navy-yard at 
Danziy, and will be immediately fitted out for her destination.

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HOLLAND. 
(PROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
RorrerpDas, Sept. 7. 

It seems now quite certain that the members of the Second Chamber 
will not deal during the present session with the Contagious Diseases 
Bill, notwithstanding that the public and the newspapers have expressed 
a desire that this measure should be passed at once, now that the cho- 
lera has reached our shores. At the Helder one case of the epidemic 
has occurred with a fatal result; but I do not hear of any others. The 
First and Second Chambers will be convoked one or two days before the 
new Session is opened, to hear from the mouth of Mr. Thorbecke what 
has been done since September, 1870. The speech may be very short, 
as the measures of importance have been few. The Liberal party in 
the First Chamber has been reinforced, Mr. A. Prins, from Zaandam, 
having been elected by the provincial States of North Holland. Mr. 
Inainger, the Conservative candidate, was beaten by a considerable ma 

ority, 

! Painful news has reached us from the Colony of Surinam. Since the 
emancipation of the slaves great discontent has prevailed there. This 
measure, the principle of which is certainly good, has not given such 
results as were generally wished for. The local papers complain that it 
has contributed to bring the colony in a state of decay, because agricul- 
tare is now at a standstill for workmen. The uneasiness, or rather the 
indignation, has augmented since the Minister van Bosse resolved, with- 
out bearing the opinion of the Colonial States, to introduce a tax on 
spirits. The fact that taxes are imposed on these colonists against 
their will has made a very bad impression, so bad that when a 
stupid telegraphist wired that “Guyana,” instead of ‘‘ Guinea,” 
had been sold by Holland to England the greatest joy prevailed. 
The colonists were very glad to be protected henceforth by Great Bri- 
tain from Holland. It is stated by correspondents, who are very mo- 
derate in tone, that the colony will indeed be obliged to appeal to 
Great Britain for protection, as a measure of self-preservation, if Hol- 
land will not help the colony. This news has awakened the Dutch tu 
some extent from their deep indifference about the fate of Surinam, 
and the arrival of the next mail is waited for with the greatest curiosity. 

Another meeting has been held here with the object of altering the 
arbitrary clauses in bills of lading for steamers bound to the Far East 
and other harbours. In the name of one of the largest steamship com- 
panies it was declared that the owners would meet just complaints ift 
they were made when the goods were shipped. But it was maintained 
that some clauses could not be given up, they being strictly necessary, 
and it demonstrated that the clauses had never given the least difficulty 
in actual practice. From the side of the traders it was proposed to 
stamp the bills with a “ not agreed to,’’ and if the shipowners declined 
to alter the clauses not to ship any further by their vessels. At last a 
commiasion was appointed, in order, if possible, to solve this question. 

Your know that for the conveyance of Government produce fom India 
to our harbours preference is given to those vessels which have certifi- 
cates of the two Dutch Unions of Exports, Veritas and de Neder- 
landsche Vereeniging. The Minister of the Colonial Department has 
now decided that the same preference will be adjudged to the certificates 
of Lloyd's Register of British and Foreign Shipping. This measure is 
generally applauded by the shipowners. 


LITERATURE. 


—o— 


The present month is singularly rich in the publication of Orien- 
tal literature on the Continent. The progress of education, which 
has been so unhappily interrupted by the Franco-Prussian war and 
the French Revolution, seems now likely to beresumed with increased 
vigour. Professor Stanislas Julien has just published the conclud- 
ing volume of his valuable Chinese Syntax. This work cannot be 
strictly called a grammar, but it has the merit, equal if not 
greater, of affording in a brief and easy wey the greatest assist- 
ance to students of the Chinese language. The volume before us 
contains a critical review of some translations from the Chinese by 
M. Lasthier, who is justly regarded by M. Julien as one of the 
most accomplished Oriental scholars of the day. It contains, 
moreover, a vocabulary of the Chinese romance, “ Yu-kido-li,” and a 
literal translation of the celebrated Chinese drama, “ The Orphan 
of China.” 

The Marquis d’Hervey Saint Denys has algo undertaken the 
translation of the works of the renowned Chinese encyclopedist Ma 
Zouaulin ; and his first volume gives assurance of an exhaustive 
work, It comprises, among other interesting matter, a valuable 
history of Japan. 

In Japanese literature Professor Leon de Rosny announces for 
immediate publication an Anthology, which will comprise trans- 
lations of the gems of the different styles of Japanese poetry, 
ancient and modern. 

One of Professor Rosny’s pupils, M. Francois Leoretti, has also 
published at Geneva a translation of several chapters of the Ja- 
panese historical romance, the Heike Monogatari, which contains 
an account of the civil wars of that country in the twelfth century ; 
and two more of the professor's pupils also have kindred works 
in the press. M. Severin promises a volume on the Curiosities 
of Yokohama, and M. Gustave Dehondre a translation of a Ja- 
panese work on the Manufacture of Wine. 

Lastly, there has just been published at Rome a new edition of 
the Latin-Japanese Dictionary compiled by the Jesuits at the 
close of the sixteenth century ; a work which, besides being a 
literary curiosity at the present day, comprises a vast deal of 
valuable information for the student of the Japanese language. 
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THE NAVAL COMMAND IN CHINA. 

Rear- Admiral Charles F. A. Shadwell, C.B., F.R.S., who has been 
appointed to be commander-in-chief of the China station, vice Ad- 
miral Sir Henry Kellett, K.0.B., is son of the late Right Hon. Sir 
Lancelot Shadwell, Vice-Chancellor of England. He entered the navy 
May 23, 1827, passed his examination in 1833, became lieutenant 
June 28, 1838; and on the 26th of the following month was appointed 
to the Castor, 36, and took part in the operations against the towns of 
Caiffa, Jaffa, and Tsour, and assisted at the bombardment of Acre. 
At Caiffa he was sent with a flag of trace to demand the surrender of 
that place to the Sublime Porte, on which occasion he was gazetted. 
From Dec. 3, 1841, until advanced to commander, June, 1846, he was 
first lieutenant of the Fly, 18, in the East Indies; and as commander 
he commanded the Hecate, 6, on particular service, the Sphinx, 6, 
and for his valuable services during the Burmese war of 1851 and 
1852 obtained post rank Feb. 7, 1853. He commanded the Highflyer, 
21, East India and China, from 1856 to 1860; the Aboukir, 86, in the 
Channel and North America and West Indies, 1861 and 1862 ; was in 
command of the Hastings, 50, flagship of Rear-Admiral Sir L. T. 
Jones, K.C.B., at Queenstown, from Oct. 8, 1862, until appointed cap- 
tain superintendent of the Royal Clarence Victualling-yard, Gosport, 
and of the Royal Hospital at Haslar on June 20, 1864, ba ot he 
held until advanced to flag rank, Jan. 15, 1869. Admiral Shadwell is 
the author of “A Table of Arcs for Facilitating the Computation of 
the Latitude by Double Altitudes of the Principal Fixed Stars, caleu- 
lated for the yeara 1835, 1845, 1855, &c.,” published in 1837. He has 
selected Mr. William B. Hutchinson, paymaster, R.N. (1862), to serve 
with him as his secretary. 

On the 1st inst. Rear-Admiral Shadwell hoisted his flag on board 
the Cambridge, gunnery-ship, and exchanged salutes with the flag- 
ship, after which the flag was struck to be rehoisted on board the 
Iron Duke, 14, double-screw iron ship, armour-plated, which vessel 
has been taken out of dock, and will probably sail on the 16th, via the 
Suez Canal.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for the month of August are of a 
character more remarkable than any yet presented. The de- 
clared value of our exportations has reached the wholly unprece- 
dented amount of £22,221,245, being an increase of £4,804,162, 
or 30 per cent. on the corresponding month of last year, when 
the war between France and Germany was at its height, and of 
26 per cent. on August, 1869, when there was nothing to 
disturb the general prosperity. The animation has doubtless 
been partly stimulated by the shipments to France, in order 
to anticipate the possible imposition in some cases of aug- 
mented duties, but every branch of business has shared in 
the movement, the only material instance of a decrease 
being in the shipments of telegraphic wire and apparatus, which, 
although they figure for the large total of £373,478, have been 
less by £160,806 than in the same month of 1870. With 
regard to general articles, an increase is shown in coal of 6 per 
cent., in earthenware 5 per cent., in haberdashery—always an 
important index of the state of the colonial trade—29 per cent., 
in hardware 16 per cent., in iron and steel 23 per cent., in ma- 
chinery 35 per cent., in oils 110 per cent.,in miscellaneous 30 
per cent., in linen manufactures 16 per cent., in silk manufac- 
tures 69 per cent., and in woollen manufactures 80 per cent. 

One of the most striking features of the return consists, how- 
ever, in the Continental demand for yarns to furnish the basis of 
@ renéwal of the manufacturing industry checked by the war. 
Thus, our exportations of cotton yarn have been 25 per cent. in 
value and 14 per cent. in quantity larger than in August, 1870, 
while of linen they have been 41 per cent. greater in value, of 
silk 250 per cent., and of wool 230 percent. Germany has taken 
£287,056 worth of cotton yarn against £10,376 last year, of linen 
yarn £45,237, against £3,178, of silk £12,166 against £30, and of 
wool $303,094, against £15,757. In like manner France figures 
ag regards cotton yarn for £117,514, against £5,826 in August 
1870, and in silk yarn for £44,441, against £6,043. At the same 
time it is a curious fact that, while we were last year charged 
with profiting by the war through the exportation of arms and 
ammunition, our shipments of these articles now show an excess 
of £31 199, or about 37 per cent, over those at that date.

Monetary and Commercial, 


Business in the stock markets is inactive, in the absence of 
many of the leading operators. There is a fair demand for money 
at the Bank. The operations in the general market have been 
also rather more numerous, at 1g to 13 per cent. for the best 
three months’ drafts. The charge for six months’ India and China 
bank bills was 23, and for trade ditto, 23. On the Stock Ex- 
change the rate for short advances is 1 per cent. Consols stand 
at 93} to % for money and the account (October 4). 

The prospectus of the new Turkish Six per Cent. Loan for 
£5,700,000 nominal capital has been circulated by Messrs. Dent, 
Palmer, and Co. The price of issue is 73 per cent., at which 
reckoning allowances, the return to the subscribers will be about 
93 per cent. per annum. The instalments extend to December 
next. The loan, which is redeemable at par by means of an ac- 
cumulative sinking fund of 1 per cent. per annum, is secured 
upon the general revenues of the Turkish Empire, and the portion 
of the tribute now payable to the Porte by the Khedive of Egypt 
not applicable to the loans of 1854 and 1855. This tribute was 
raised in 1866 to £705,000. The sum of £282,872 has been an- 
nually paid to the Bank of England since 1855 by the Egyptian 
Government to meet the requirements of the loans of 1854 and 
1855, and the Turkish Government has directed the Khedive to 
pay ® further sum of £399,000 to that institution on account of 
the present issue. The Government has also engaged that the 
necessary funds for the payment of interest and sinking fund shall 
be placed in the hands of the agents of the loan, through the

Bank, at least fifteen days before each payment falls due. Both 
principal and interest will be payable in London in sterling, and 
the loan is specially exempted from ali taxes. The subscription 
list was opened on the 4th jnst., and will be closed this day. 

The introduction of the new Spanish Loan has proved success- 
ful, the total applications here and abroad for the £20,000,000 
stock offered having reached no Jess than £140,000,000. Owing 
to this enormous subscription, and the circumstance that the ap- 
portionment will be made in Madrid, the allotment letters are 
not expected to be issued for a fortnight. The scrip is in demand 
at 1 15-16 to 2 1-16 prem. 

Messrs. Clews, Habicht, and Co., as the authorised agents of 
the State of Georgia, have, in connection with the Imperial Bank 
and Messrs. Borthwick, Wark, and Co., invited subscriptions to a 
7 per cent. Loan for the State of Georgia to the extent of 
$1,400,000. The debentures are of the nominal value of $1,000 
each, and the interest is payable quarterly, in London, at Messrs. 
Olews, Habicht, and Co.’s. The issue price is £175 10s. for each 
debenture of $1,000. 

The tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received on the 
6th inst. at the Bank of England, when the amounts allotted 
were—to Calcutta. £317,000; to Bombay, £28,400; and to 
Madras, £54,600. The minimum price was fixed as before at 
1s. 10}d., and tenderg on all the Presidencics at 1s. 11d. will re- 
ceive about 52 per cent., and those above in full. These results 
show a further slight increase in the demand for means of remit- 
tance to the East. 

The prospectus of the Carmarthen Silver Lead Mining Com- 
pany (Limited) has heen issued, with a proposed capital of £25,000 
in 5,000 shares of £5 each, for the purpose of acquiring the 
leases of the Silver Lead Mines situate at Trelech, in the county 
of Carmarthen, and working thesame.

When n to 
lower the light for trimming, a small light will be hoisted and a blue 
light burned. 

Wusung Light.—Also, that the light to lead through the channel 
from the Yang-tse-Kiang to the Wusung or Wangpu river will be 
more powerful.

Wusung Bar.—Also, that in consequence of the changes on the 
Wusung bar, two red buoys have been placed to mark the channel. 
These buoys are moored in 13 feet, on the northern edge of the shoal 
extending to the west-north-west of Gough island, and are to he left 
at a distance of one-third of a cable on the starboard hand by vessels 
bound in, and must not be brought to bear to the northward of the 
line between them. Also, that two signals have been added to the 
Code, a ball under the 24 feet signal will show 25 feet water on the 
bar, and two balls under the 13 feet signal will mark 26 feet. All
